Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 18.—Secretary Sher- 
man, in discussing the disappearance of the pre- 
mium on gold to-day, said that be had no ex- 
pectation that the premium would again appear. 
He is copfident that the equality of gold and 
legal-tender notes, now voractically established, 
will be permanent. There may be, he says, a 
small premium on gold at other points than New 
York, simply to cover the cost of exchange or 
transportation, but he does not think that even 
in these cases it will be more than nominal. 
Mr. Sherman anticipates that bis gold reserve 
may soon be drawn upon, but he does 
not believe that the loss of gold will be 
great enough to shake in the least the 
confidence of the people in the permanence of 
resumption. Some men who have given the 
financial situation much careful study are in- 
deed of opinion that, instead of losing gold, 
the coin balance in the Treasury will actually 
increase, and that the demand for legal-tender 
notes, now that they are equal in value to gold, 
and are much more convenient for all ordinary 


‘business parposes, will’ inérease until they sell

In 

each of the four cities named as the

The agents 
and the manufacturers will all de di- 
rected by a Board of Control, This Board 
shall apportion to each mil] the amount it may 
manufacture within a given period, which 
amount may not be exceeded, and will be upon 
a strictly pro-rata basis, according to 
the capacity of the mills. The agents 
are to mills of 
their own i a similar 
proportion for supplies, and sell the goods for 
the several firms, and make returns direct 
to the firme. The agents at Cleveland 
and St. Louis, respectively, will obtain 
their supplies from the districts nearest to 
them, Pittsburg and Chicago. When the demand 
in any district is greater or less than in, the 
others, the matter will be regulated Uy the 
Board of Control, directing the agent in 
the district where the demand is reat- 
est to draw upon milis in the other dis- 
tricts for supplies. Under these regulations 
the Association might become a monopoly but 
for one thing. The Eastern mills, should prices 
be put to an exorbitant figure, could pay the ex- 
tra freight tariff and come into competition. It 
is not likely that there is anything to fear from 
that score.

GREAT BRITAIN. 
FAILURE. 

Lonpow, Dee. 18:.—Zumbina & Co., iron-ore 
importers, of Cardiff and Newport, have failed 
in consequence of the stoppage of the tin-plate 
works of Booker & Co., near Swansea, Wales, 
whose bills Zumbina & Oo. held to a large 
amount. This failure will considerably increase 
the liabilities of the West of England & South 
Wales District Bank, 

THE INDUSTRIAL SITUATION, 

Loxpon, Dec. 18.—In the House ot Commons 
last night the Home Secretary, answering the 
inquiry. Whether it was true, as reported, 
that we are now face to face with such a crisis 
of distress as this generation bas never known,”’ 
said that, though much distress unhappily pre- 
vailed among the laboring poor, the description 
of it in question was exaggerated. There was 
nothing to cause unnecessary alarm. He read 
telegrams from the head of the Board of Super- 
vision at Edinburg and from the Mayors of 
Liverpool and Manchester stating that the 
ordinary means of relief were at present suf- 
ficient to meet all necessities, He had not had 
time to inquire into the condition of the coal 
and fron districts. At Birmibgham a meeting 
convened by the Mayor was held yesterday, 
to consider the best means to relieve the dis- 
tress which is dectared exceptionally severe and 
increasing daily. The Mayor was requested to 
organize means for raising and distributing re- 
lief. At Sheffield 2,000 children and 3,000 adults 
received aid last weck. The Mayor’s relief fund 
amounts to $30,000. At Stockton the distress 
is increasing; bundreds of families of iron-work- 
ers are destitute, aud an influential committee 
is canvassing for subscriptions and contribu- 
tions. At Stoke-on-Trent great distress pre- 
vails, which is enhanced by the severity of the 
cold. The Distress Committee is unable to 
keep pace with the demands. At Burslem a 
meeting was called by the Mayor yesterday to 
take measures to alleviate the distress. A great 
want is being felt in North Staffordsbire. At 
Edinburg a deputation of unemployed men 
waited on the magistrates and asked for em- 
ployment. The magistrates authorized the 
Street Inspectors te give work. 

DISTRERS IN SCOTLAND. 

Lonpow, Dec. 18.—At Edmburg, Scotland, a 
deputation of unemployed men waited op the 
magistrates and asked for employment. The 
magistrates authorized the Street Inspectors to 
give work. At Glasgow the depression and 
distress are unexampled. The streets are 
swarming with idle and starving men, women, 
and chiidren. The Lord Provost and magis- 
trates are organizing very thorough relief tor 
the most urgent distress. A Dundee dispatch 
savs there is much misery in that part of Scot- 
land.

HTDROPHORII. 


Protect Yourself Against Dogs, and Let 
Rattlesnakes and Copperheads Live in 
Peace. 

WILMINGTON, Del., Dec. 18.—As long ago as 
last June George Sedgwick; an employe of the 
Delaware Western Railroad, was bitten by a 
dog. At6o/’clock this evening he died ju the 
City Hospital from hydrophobia, after suf- 
fering untold agonies. At the time when 
Sedgwick received the wound which 
caused bis}death he was locking the dog into a 
freight-car. The animal turned on bim and bit 
him on the back of the right hand, inflicting a 
severe gash. In the course of time the wound 
healed, and nothing further was thought 
about the matter until Sunday afternoon, 
when Mr. Sedgwikk was taken with a chill, fol- 
lowed by a slight fever. He slept very little 
during the night, and sent for a physician, who, 
suspecting that the patient had been bitten, ad- 
ministered the usual remedies. Yesterday 
the symptoms of hydrophobia were more 
pronounced and distinct. The sight of water 
caused spasms, and when Dr. Draper moved a 
hat in front of his face 2 draft of cold 
air that was occasioned him to raise his 
hands and throw back his head, while a con- 
vulsive shudder distorted his features. He also 
sighed frequently, and occasionally gasped for 
breath. At his own request he was taken to the 
City Hospital,where be has since been under the 
treatment of Dr. Shortlidge. Last night the 
patient became delirious and violent. At mid- 
night he was so wild that it was fouod necessa- 
About 8. o’clock 
this morning he arose, aud wanted to know who 
brought him to his present locationy He in- 
sisted that he was perfectly well, dnd for a 
while he determined to go home. Finally the 
delirious attack passed off, and he be- 
came passive again. At daylight be appeared 
better, and swallowed some pills with 
great difficulty. His wife visited him during 
the forenoon, and fie talked rationally with her. 
Occasionally be would be attacked by spasms, 
and when be torced down a glass of milk the 
effort was agonizing to witness. He could 
not eat, and nothing nad passed 
his lips since Saturday. This afternoon 
he said that he was going to die, and tailed 
about his death. By tlie middle of the after- 
noon he-egain became delirious, and struggled 
desperately. At 6 o’clock he died, after coming 
out of a convalsion. 

Complaints are made generally that quite a 
number of persons have been bitten during the 
past few months in various parts of this 
city. On Friday afternoon a man was severely 
bitten in the calf of the right leg by a dog which 
ran out of a yard and came down Eighth street 
te attack him. The man went over to the hos- 
— and had his wound dressed by Dr. Short- 
idge.

CINCINNATI. 

CMN, O., Dee. 18.—The old established 
banking-house of C. F. Adae & Co., known as 
the German Savings Iustitution, closed its doors 
to-day at 5 o’clock.. The firm have just com- 
pleted a statement in which they say that, in 
consequence of the excitement which has pre- 
vailed in business circles since the late German 
Catholic Bank failure, they find it necessary to 
suspend business. During the past twelve 
months they have met demands to the amount 
of more than $800,000, and they do not 
feel that, in justice to themselves and their 
budiness friends, they have a right to persist in 
attempting to further withstand the pressure, 
The firm made an assignment to-night to Au- 
gustus A. Bennett and Philip H. Hartmann, 
who at once take charge of affairs. The bank 
was the principal depository for the German 
population, and usually carried about 81, 000.000 
in deposits. There is great excitement to-night 
among the Germans, but it is believed that the 
loss to depositors will not be heavy. Liabilities 
are about $700,000, mostly in certificates of de- 
posit. A statement of assets cannot be ob- 
tained to-night. The bank paid interest-on de- 
posite. 

The German Savings Institution was estab- 
lished in 1854, and has held a high position 
among the banking-houses of this city. Its 
troubles date from the failure of the savings- 
banks in St. Louis and Chicago about a 
year ago. The run which commenced 
at that time continued steadily until the 
recent failure of Hemann & Co., when it was 
greatly increased. At the time of tne St. Louis 
failure the deposits amounted to $1,500,000, but 
more than half of them have been drawn out. 
The assets of the firm are estimated at $400,- 
000, placing a low valuation upon the real 
estate which they own. 

To the Western Associated Press. 

Crxctuwati, O., Dee. 18.—Excitement was 
created in financial circles late this afternoon by 
the report that the banking house of C. F. Adae 
& Co. had suspénded. The firm has sustained 
aheavy drain uponits deposits for the past 
year, and, as there was apparently no prospect 
of a change in affairs, an assigument was made 
at alate hour this afternoon. The liabilities are 
stated at $780,000, of which amount $680,000 is 
in time-certificates, and the remainder due on 
cali.

The statement of 
the year’s business shows that the witharawals 
largely exceed the deposits, and there is 
a decrease of $27,500.000 in the deposits. 
There is a decrease of 80,000 depositors. One 
hundred miliions have been withdrawn during 
the last two vears, and the larger part of this is 
by the largest | depositors,—those . whose 
deposits reached the full amount which 
the law permitted to one individual, 
and it is said that, in one of the 
banks which has suffered the heaviest drain, 
over four-filths of the amount withdrawn was 
by the thousand-dollar depositors. This has, of 
course, been withdrawn for other investments 
in real estate, upon mortgages, and in Govern- 
ment bonds. It is also true that a certain class 
of nervous depositors have hoarded their wealth 
in gold coin or gold certificates.

PROSECUTION RECOMMENDED. 

In face of these millions of dollars of wasted ap- 
propriations with the number of ships and material 
disappearing from tae service, as shown by this 
testimony; with the law disregarded at every step 
almost: with the Treasury of the Government in- 
volved in the payment of liabilities of from three 
to seven millions of dollars created by agents of 
the Government, can we hesitate to pronounce 
tneir acts illegal and criminally wrong, and to call 
upon the Department of the Government clothed 
with the execution of the laws to arraign and 
bring these parties to the condemnation which 
these jaws may visit upon them? Your Commit- 
mittee deems this to be their aunty, and in doing 
eh attenton to Sec. 5,439, which is as fol- 
ows: 

gc, 5,439. Every person who steals or 
embezzies or knowingly applies to his own use, or 
who unlawfully sells, conveys, or disposes of any 
ordnance, arms, ammunition, clothing, subsistence 
stores, money, or other property of the United 
‘Mates furnished or to be used forthe military or 
naval service shall be punished as prescribed in the 
preceding section (describing the penalties for such 
offenses).”’ 

THE RESPONSIBLE PARTIES. 

And in further discharge of their duty your Com- 
mittee say that, for the existing indebcedness of the 
Navy Department and that for the unlawful sale 
and a of large amounts of valuable prop- 
erty onging to the naval service and the unlaw- 
ful disposition of large sums of the public money 
approcriated to the naval service, George M. Robe- 
son, late Secretary of the Navy; W. W. Wood, 
late Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering; 
Isaias Hanscom, late Chief of the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair; and James H. Watmough, 
late Chief of the Bureau of Provisions and Cloth- 
ing, are chiefly responsible. There are other 
agents of the Government whose conduc: in the 
public service deserves to be inquired into by tne 
Executive Department, and they are Chief-Enzi- 
neers Stewart, Fithian, and Henderson, whose 
hasty examination of material at the Boston Navy- 
Yard does not evince a very high interest or re- 
gard for the public service; and Pay-Director Rus- 
sell, as hereinbefore referred to, and also the con- 
duct of the late Paymaster-General Bradford. 

PLEAS IN EXTENUATION. 

It ie claimed and urged that the abuses for which 
these parties are arraigned existed with their pre- 
decessors, and that precedents should extenuate 
their conduct or form an excuse tor their action. 
It is replied by your Committee that it is not 
shown that any of their predecessors involved 
their Government in liabilities in excess of appro- 
priations reaching from $3, 000, 000 to $7, 000, O00; 
and since the acts of 1872 (these acts required all 
naval property that could not be used advantage- 
ously in the service to be sold at public Baie after 
public notice by advertisement, and prohibited 
any sale in any other way; also that all money de- 
rived from sale of old material by such pabiic sale 
sho be covered into the Trearury and 
not used for the navy until specialiy 
propriated by Congress therefor) these and 
bat these parties (those arraigned in the 
report) have beea in power. It is not shown that 
under any former Administration of the Govern- 
ment, nor can it be, that so large an amount of 
public property has been disposed of at private 
sale and by barter and exchange and the prece 
applied without the authority of law; nor at any 
time ander any Government claiming the protec- 
tion of law such ap utter disregard of its authority. 

Therefore, in tne opinion of your Committee, 
that the law may be vindicated and respect for its 
mandates maintained, it isthe duty of the House 
to mark its condemnation of the illegal practices 
of these former officers of the ive E Department,

THE WRONGED BLACK MAN. 


Negroes Defrauded and Degraded- How 
Alabama Democrats Carried Their State 
by Fraud. 

Correspondent New York Times. 

Sulu, Ala., Dec. 13.—At the election in 
November, thousands of colored Republican 
voters in this district (with its 16,000 Repub- 
lean majority) were deprived of the right of 
voting for member of Congress. At most of 
the large Republican precincts Democratic offi- 
cials secured possession of the ballot-boxes, 
poll-lists, etc., and kept themselves hid all day, 
thus preventing the opening of the polls. 
Thousands of colored voters remained around 
the polis throughout the day, waiting for their 
opening. But they waited in vain. The law 
in this State is that the ballot-box must 
be made of wood, tin, or shect-iron, 
and securely locked. It was impos- 
sible for the Republicans, therefore, tg hold 
valid elections in the absence of these boxes 
and the printed blanks also required by law to 
be used. The law also compels each elector to 
vote in the precinct of his residence. The 
Democratic party has control of all the election 
machinery in this State. Democratic Judges 
appoint all the election managers; Democrats 
make up the returns: and Democratic Super- 


visors do the counting. In this large Republic- 
an district there was not one single Republican 
election official appointed. 

In the Second District, which is very close, 
but which really has a fair Republican majority, 
the Greenbackers nominated a candidate in op- 
position to Herbert, the Democratic nominee 
and present member. Tue Republicans sup- 
ported the Greenbacker as a choice of evils. It 
was known throughout the State that Her- 
bert’s nomination gave great offense to the 
Democracy; that large numbers of white men 
in every county ofthe district publicly made 
known their determination to support Arm- 
strong, the Greenback candidate. On the night 
of tne election it was believed that Armstrong 
haa been elected. The returns from the vari- 
ous counties footed up a fair majority for Arm- 
strong. But the Democratic managers had the 
Supervisors of two counties, remote from the 
railroad, to hold back their returns until all the 
others were in. No efforts to get news from 
those two counties were successful. At last 
they came up with overwhelming majorities for 
Herbert,—majorities so large that every just 
man in Alabama must admit toat they are the 
result of fraud. The Greenback candidate insti- 
tuted inquiries into the facts concerning the two 
counties which were doctored by the Democracy, 
and he soon discovered evidence enough. The 
United States District Court has been in session 
at Montgomery since Nov. 18, and its tirand 
Jury has made diligent inquiry into these elec- 
tion frauds. Enough evidence bas been elicited, 
from undisputed and unimprachabie sources, 
to show that the Democratic candidates iu the 
Second and Fourth Districts were deteated be- 
yond question, and that they received their 
certificates of election through the grossest 
frauds. 

Having by this means secured control of the 
Government of the State, the Democratic Legis- 
lature now in operation at Montgomery has 
enacted laws which seek directly to drive the 
colored people to the wall. This partisan Legis- 
lature bas passed an act, applyiug to all the 
large colored counties solely, that no man 
shall sell a pound of seed-cotton or apy lint 
cotton in quantities of less than 300 pounds. 
In nearly ali the colored counties white 
owners of farms have rented their lands 
to colored farmers, generally at very low rates, 
for otherwise the colored man would purchase 
land of his own. The object of this lew is to 
force the colored farmers to divide their crops 
with the white owners from whom they have 
rented lands, in addition to paying in money. 
Under this law the colored farmer must get the 
white mau to sell his cotton for him, for it is 
only the negro who is punished for selling seed- 
cottou, — not the white man. 

The Democratic Legisiature has passed vari- 
ous lews, every one of which is intended to de- 
grade the colored people and rob them of their 
rights. In order to do this the Democratic leaa- 
ers hesitate at nothing; they do not care wheth- 
er or not they are consistent. As an evidence of 
this, the action of the Vemocratic Legisiature a 
few days ago is sufficient. There were 
two contests before that body,—one in 
which a Democrat contested the seat of a col- 
ored Republican, and one in which a white Re- 
publican contested that of a Democrat. The 
same state of circumstances surrounded both 
cases. Inthe case against Carson, the colored 
Republican sit member, the evidence was 
overwhelming in favor, but the Democratic 
partisans who now control the Legislature did 
not dare to go back to their prejudiced constit- 
uencies and admit that they voted to keep a 
“nigger’’ in and a Democrat out; hence they 
retained the Democrat in one instance and oust- 
ed the Kepublican in the other. So unjust and 
full of partisan partiality was this conduct of the 
Legislature, that several Democratic journals of 
the State declared that is was an outrage upon 
the whole people, and that the Democratic 
party could not afford to perpetrate such rank 
injustice. Another strike at the colored people 
is the effort of the Democratic partisans bere 
to induce this Legislature to petition Congress 
ta change the mode of selecting cadets to West 
Point so that they shall be chosen from the 
State Universities. It is well known that uo 
colored boy is ever admitted within the portals 
of the University of Alabama, although the col. 
ored people contribute to the support of that 
institution. So long as the present mode of se- 
lecting delegates is in force the colored youth 
have some little chance of receiving recognition, 
but let Congress provide that cadets to the 
Military and Naval Academies must be taken 
from State Universities, and the negro will have 
no chance. 

Colored children have virtually been driven 
from the public schools. Not a colored man 
now holds en office in the State; he is not per- 
mitted any more to sit on juries, vor was he 
even allowed to participate in any manner in 
Government. The negrees have been robbed 
of their right to vote by the thousands, and the 
increased representation in Congress allowed 
the colored citizens has been usurped and stolen 
by the Democratic party. In Alabama the Ke- 
publicaus are systematically oppressed by local 
judicial machivervy to such’an extent that they 
no longer attempt to take any part ia public al- 
tairs or political contests.

TEACHING EACH OTHER DEMOCRACY, 


Jack Palmer to Bill Storey. 
Springfield Register. 

The Chicago Time has made many mistakes 
in the course of its existence, but has never 
committed a more egregious error than the sup- 
position that the editor of the State Hegister 
would oppose the appointment of Mr. Goudy as 
the Attorney-Gereral of the United States. On 
the contrary, the tegister would be glad to 
know on good authority that such an appoint- 
ment is possible, but fears that its desires in 
that direction will never be gratified, 

Mr. Goudy is specially fitted for the position 
in any Administration, but his appointment, or 
that of W. F. Storey, seems absolutely indis- 
pensable to complete the unities of Hayes’ Ad- 
ministration, These two gentlemen—Messrs. 
Goudy and Storey—have between them a 
monopoly of the idea that Congress pos- 
esses all legislative power not prohibited 
by the Constitution, and one or the other should 
be appointed. Beyond question Mr. Goudy is 
the inventor of this theory, but Mr. Storey iga 
half owner of the patent, and is engagirg in 
tributing it through the country. Not many 
meu, we are constrained to say, have acceded to 
this theory, but it isof infinite value to Mr. 
Hayes, and he can, in justice to the inventor and 
tothe present holder. do no otherwise than to 
reward the one or the other. 

The State Reyister would not, of course, pre- 
sume to argue with the ponderous intellect 
which inveuted the theory that the Constitution 
is tobeconstrued not by what isin it but by what 
is left out of it; but the /eg/ster, nevertheless, 
ventures to suggest some of the value of its dis- 
covery to Mr. Storey, who holds, and to 
Mr. Hayes, who desires to use, the patent. 
It is asserted that Congress possesses 
all legisiative power not prohibited 
by the Constitution, aud, of course, the judicial 
apd executive brauches of the Federal Govern- 
ment, established by the same Constitution, are 
equally unlimited. Mr. Hayes, for instance 
kept an army in the field without the support o 
any law of Congress. The Constitution pro- 
vides that no appropriation for the army shall 
be made for more than two years, aud the ap- 
propriation being exbausted the Congress 
would make ooother. Such a state of facts 
would suggest to the ordinary man that the 
maintaining of the army was wholly unconstitu- 
tional; but if Mr. Guudy or Mr. Storey had been 
in possession of the Attorney General’s office 
either or both would have prepared a decision 
which would have relegated the subject 
at once to the realm of questions forever 
settied. They would open the patent upon 
the great discovery, aod would at once 
turn their intellects loose and drag the ques- 
tion up the grade of argument to the summit of 
decision. They would say: “The Congress 
possesses all legislative power not probibited 
by the Constitution, and the President, iu like 
manner, possesses all executive power not pro- 
hibited by the Constitution. The Constitution 
probibits the Congress frem making an appro- 
priation for the support of the army for more 
than two vears, but the Constitution don’t pro- 
hibit the President from keeping an army 
without any appropriation at all. Hence, as 
the President has all the executive power not 
prohibited by the Constitution, ete.

THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER. 


Capt. Cowdor Has a Hearing Before the 
House Committee on Commerce—His Ex- 
planation of His Plan for Its Improve- 
ment Favorably Received—The Effect of 
the Levee System on Rivers in Europe and 
Asia. 


Washington Chronicle, Dec. 15. 

Capt. John Cowdon, the proſeetor of the plan 
for the improvement of the Mississippi River by 
means that willlead to lowering its bed, ap- 
peared before the House Committee on Com- 
merce on Friday last and explained his mode of 
doing it at length. He submitted his maps and 
other data to the Committee to show its entire 
practicability, and that with a small expenditure 
of money he could demonstrate the truth of the 
theory of his plan, which in afew years would 
not only restore the river to its original naviga- 
ble capacity, but also reclaim millions 
of acres of lana now trendered unproduct- 
ive by reason of its constant overflow. The 
Committee, being unable to hear Capt. Cowdon 
through with his argument, ou account of other 
business, agreed to give him another hearing on 
Tuesday next, but were greatly impressed with 
his plan as far as he went. 

The estimate of the Government Engineer to 
levee the river asks for $46,000,000. Capt. Eads 
wants $50,000,000 to carry out bis plan, while 
Capt. Cowdou says he can carry out his for 
$10.000,000, and with $250,000 will demonstrate 
the truth of it bevond the shadow of a doubt. 
In proof of the folly of trying to maintain the 
present system of levees on the Mississippi we 
submit the following description of how it has 
worked on rivers in other countries, and to show 
what will be the ultimate of the Mississippi un- 
less we adopt another course: 

The truth of this is illustrated in great siit- 
bearing rivers in Europe and Asia similar to the 
Mississippi. One of these is the Danube. Dur- 
ing the early centuries of the Christian era the 
Valley of the Danube from the Iron Gate, 
where it leaves the Carpathian Mountains, to 
the Black Sea was all in cultivation, und was a 
rich aud densely populated region. Now it is 
in all the lower portions an uninhabited waste, 
made so by the annual floods. The river has 
prolonged itself until, by its windings, it is 
three times as far from the Iron Gate to the sea 
as it is by a straight line, and all efforts to hold 
its waters have been abandoned for centuries. 
If it could be made to discharge its waters more 
promptly the whole basin couid be reclaimed. 

A more striking and analogous illustration 18 
that of the great Hoang-Ho River, in China. 
This river was leveed for 2,000 years, and in 
** McArthur’s Recollections ot Travels in China“ 
we find some interesting facts.. He visited the 
portion of China watered by this great river in 
the year 1838, and descrives the patient toil of 
the myriads of laborers employed on the work 
of levecing the river. He mentions the as- 
tounding fact that the bottom of the river by 
the continued continement of the waters had 
raised sixtv-three feet above the surface of the 
adjacent country. The historical fact is men- 
tioned that in 1723 the waters broke through 
the embankment and cut a new channel! to 
the Yellow Sea, 200 miles nearer the sea level 
than its mouth, destroying thousands of lives 
aud millions of property. Some years after he 
was there, about 1840, a similar occurrence hap- 
pened, and the river made its way to the Gulf 
of Pecheli, 400 miles north of its mouth, with 
similar disaster. Other smaller rivers, like the 
Po, to which the levee system has been applied, 
show the same results, and furnish conclusive 
proof that the levee system is not only la- 
borious and expensive, but is productive of 
much ultimate mischief.

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

East Sacinaw, Mich, Dec. 18.—The tenth 
annual report of the State Salt-Inspector Garri- 
gue, showing the State iuspectious for the fiscal 
year ending Nov. 30, will be made public to-mor- 
row. The report shows that the salt-producing 
territory of the State is divided into ten dis- 
tricts, inthe aggregate a manufacturing capa- 
city of 2,100,000 barrels, equal to 10,500,000 
bushels. The total amount of salt inspected 
during the fiscal year ending Nov. 30, 1878, is as 
follows: Fine salt, 1,770,361 barrels; packers’, 
19,367 barrels ; solar, 33,541 barrels; second qual- 
ity, 32.615 barrels; total, 1,855,584. This would 
amount to 9,279,429 bushels of salt, being an in- 
crease of 974,025 bushels, or 195,005 barrels of 
salt over last year’s production. The expenses 
of the Inspector’s office during the year were 

81, and the receipts $9,279.42.

SECRETARY SHERMAN’S MOTIVES. 
There is a legend that an old and experi- 
enced Judge advised a young man who had 
just attained the dignity of the ermine nev- 
er to give his reasons for any decision he 
might make. Perhaps Secretary Susemay 
was precluded from following the spirit of 
this advice by the terms of Mr. Bnot's reso- 
lution, to which he has replied after consid- 
erable delay, but he must suffer the penalty 
of his infraction of the rule. The resolu- 
tion was as follows: 


Resolved, That the of the Treasury be, 
and he is hereby, directed to inform the Senate 
what amount and denomination of silver coin has 
been received in payment of custome dues since 
the g current 1 year, and 
whether or not he bas a the silver coin so re- 
ceived, in whole or in part, to the payment of in- 
terest on the bonds or notes of the United States. 
If it has not been 60 11 to that purpose, state 
the reason why; if ft been applied to that pur- 
pose in part only, to state what portion has been 
so used, and on what character of obiigation. 
Also, that he be directed to inform the Senate the 
amount of interest he has paid on the bonds and 
notes of the United States since the current fiscal 
year began, and the amount of such interest he has 
paid in gold and silver coin respectively. 


That portion of the Secretary's reply which 
gives the figures called for has not been tele- 
graphed, but we infer from the explanation 
and apology which Mr. Suzrman makes that 
he has received a considerable amount of sil- 
ver in payment of customs duties, but has 
paid out none of it for interest on the public 
debt. As Senator Bzox’s resolution referred 
pointedly to the law which requires that the 
coin received for duties shall be set aside for 
the payment of interest and the Sinking Fund, 
this admission may make the Secretary some 
trouble before the discussion is ended. In the 
meantime, an examination of his own ex- 
euses for not using the silver dollars for the 
payment of interest-coupons shows them t> 
be weak and unsatisfactory, and they create. 
a serious doubt whether the Secretary's ac- 
tion was really suggested by the motives he 
cites. Men are frequently influenced by pur- 
poses which they will not admit even to 
themselves so long as they can find other 
pretexts to the same end. 

In paying out gold for interest on the pub- 
lic debt to the exclusion of silver, Secretary 
SHERMAN says he has followed the practice 
of allowing the public creditor the option of 
the form and denomination of money in 
which he shall be paid.” There never was 
such a practice as this until Secretary Snxn- 
MAN inaugurated it; it is an absurdity, and 
no Government or other large dispenser of 
moneys would ever dream of maintaining it, 
It is only about five years since the silver 
dollar, of the very same weight and fineness of 
the present silver dollar, was worth more than 
the gold dollar, and it was then legal-tender 
and payable in interest on the public debt 
as it is now. Did the then Secretary of the 
Treasury give the public creditor the option 
of demanding either silver or gold? Would 
not every shrewd business-man have exacted 
silver, which he could then have sold at a 
premium over gold, if such had been the 
rule? The fact is, that there has never been 
any such practioe, and not even a precedent 
for the impracticable and unreasonable ex- 
tension to every creditor of the right to dis- 
criminate between various kinds and denom- 
inatighs of coin and demand such as may be 
most convenient and valuable to him for the 
time being. 

Secretary Suzeman says that the mani- 
fest object of the act remonetizing silver is 
that gold coing and the standard silver dol- 
lars shall be maintained at par with each 
other. If this be admitted, how can the 
Secretary’s policy be reconciled with the 
theory that he has sought to execute the law 
honestly? Mr, Smeaman can scarcely have 
60 poor an opinion of public intelligerce as 
to suppose he can make the people believe 
the silver dollar can be best kept at par with 
gold by piling it up in the Treasury - vaults. 
Sach treatment 1s simply in obedience to the 
dictation of the Eastern money-lenders, who 
seek to depreciate it by refusing it recogni- 
tion as current funds. It is a confession oo 
the part of the Government that a portion of 
the coin which it has made a legal-tender is 
of less value then another portion, and it 
places the Government in the ridiculous atti- 
tude of nullifying its own laws and partially 
repudiating its own currency. | 

Nail it-avail Secretary Suxrnan to set 
up, as he has done before, that he could not 
pay out the silver dollars in redemption of 
interest-coupons without discriminating, 
since there was not enough of these dollars to 
pay all the interest.

COMMERCIAL NON-INTERCOURSE. 


Some antediluvian, writing in the aN 


diluvian Hoening Journal of this city, pub- 
lishes a long article claiming that the com- 
mercial, financial, and general distress 
prevailing in England is due to her thirty 
years’ policy of free trade; and that what is 
needed to restore British prosperity is the 
adoption of the protective system. The 
writer bases his argument on the post hoe, 
propter hoe” theory, which means that 
whenever one event takes place after an- 
other event then the latter takes place because 
of the first. Thus the great fire took place 
twenty-five years after the establishment 
of the Journal, therefore the great fire 
was because the Journal had been printed 
twenty-five years. In 1861 the protective 
tariff was adopted in this country, our fire 
took place ten years after, and, according to 
the Journal, the one being after the other, 
the fire was because of the protective tariff, 

The writer, however, seems to be ignorant 
of what free trade in England means, and to 
what a protective tariff would apply in Eu- 
gland, Prior to the repeal of the Corn laws 
in 1846 the great national policy of Eugland 
was the protection of the landed interest by 
a high duty on all articles of food, Under 
the pretext of protecting the British farmers, 
breadstuffs and all articles of food were so 
taxed that their importation, except at ex- 
cessive cost, was impossible. This gave the 
home producers the possession of the mar- 
ket; it enabled them to pay high rents for 
land; but, in fact, the protection was de- 
signed for the benefit of the owners of the 
land, and was of no practical benefit to the 
farmers, Under this system the land-owners 
collected enormous rents, but the people of 
England had to pay heavily for food. The 
scarcity and high price of food was national. 
It reached every household. It necessitated 
high wages and scant employment, The 
unemployed and starving people became 
turbulent, and it was only after the most 
extreme suffering that an Engliah Minister 
had the courage to defy the landed interest, 
and propose the repeal of the Corn laws and 
the admission of cheap food, The policy thus 
inaugurated was the opening of the giant 
trade of England with all the world. 
The productions and especially the raw 
materials of the whole earth were invited to 
England. Trade was opened with every part 
of the habitable globe where an exchange 
of commodities could be obtained. England 
became the great and universal purchaser, 
paying for them in ber own manufactures, 
and transporting them to and fro in her own 
ships. London became the market in which 
other countries purchased the raw materials 
for their industries; she purchased these 
from the producers, and paid for them with 
her own manufactures, and could sell them 
cheaper than they could be obtained else- 
where. In the thirty and more years in 
which England has been blessed with the 
policy adopted in 1846 she has been extend- 
ing her trade all over the world. She has 
made herself the workshop among nations. 
She has extended her exports, which 
in 1857 amounted to only 5730, 000, 
000, to the enormous sum of $1,555,- 
000,090 in 1878. In the meantime 
her imports increased during the same 
sixteen years from $939,000,000 to $1,656,- 
000,000. Besides giving employment to her 
people and building up her various cities, the 
British accumulations of wealth have been 
enormous. A few years ago it was shown 
that England had loaned to the Govern- 
ments and people of other countries from 
the surplus earnings of her people a sum of 
money equal to the whole national debt of 
the Kingdom. That has been the result of 
the thirty or more years’ policy beginning 
with the repeal of the Corn laws in 1846, 
and since then made more liberal and general. 
The prosperity, the magnitude in growth 
of the industry and trade of Great Britain 
during that comparatively brief term, and 
under that policy, has exceeded anything in 
the history of any nation that ever existed. 
From a nation of starving people, with bread 
fixed by law at famine prices, with but 
small exports and imports, England at once, 
free from the old chains of ignorance and 
prejudice, entered upon an era of prosperity 
which has made her people the richest in 
accumulated wealth that now exist. 

The poiicy of Great Britain has been that 
of the widest intercourse with foreign na- 
tions; she has given every producing people 
on the earth a free market for the sale of 
their goods, and has given them in exchange 
for those goods the products of her own in- 
dustry. The Journal insists that Great Brit- 
ain must now abandon this policy and adopt 
that of non-intercourse ; shall abandon her 
trade with other nations and, closing her mar- 
kets, neither buy nor sell; shall live within 
her own borders; that she shall in the first 
place return to scarce and dear food; that she 
shall levy a tax on the bread that is necessary 
to feed her people; that she.shall so increase 
the cost of production that she will not be 
able to sell her manufactures ; that she shall 
neither buy of, nor sell to, or have other 
commercial dealings with, foreign nations. 
Great Britain consumes but a small portion 
of what she imports and produces, She 
buys cotton and wool which she mannfact- 
ures and sells to foreign countries; she also 
exports raw cotton and wool purchased of 
the United States and other countries. Of 
her exports in 1873, $279,000,000 were of 
imported articles resold, and $1,275,000,000 
were of her own products, consisting mainly 
of cotton manufactures, woolen and worsted 
manufactures, iron and steel manufactures, 
coal,.machinery, and linen manufactures. 
These six articles, with the foreign goods re- 
exported, made up two-thirds of the whole 
exports. Suppose she now levies a tax on 
foreign iron and steel, cotton, and woolen, 
and linen goods, and machinery, what will 
that avail her? American and Belgian goods 
are now taken to England and sold, not to 
be consumed in Great Britain, but they are 
sold at Manchester and at Sheffield, to be 
sent thence to foreign countries. To levy a 
tax in England on these will have merely the 
effect of enabling the American, French, and 
Belgian manufacturers to sell direct to the 
foreign purchasers who now buy in England. 
The great trouble at this time in England is, 

that the manufacturers cannot produce their 
goods at prices which the distant 
consumers will pay. British manufact- 
ures are intended for the foreign market ; 
and so depressed is the ‘price or 
value of all property and products bécause of 
the rise in the vale of money, that British 
manufacturers cannot sell at rates sufficient 
to cover the cost of production. To add a 
tariff on foteigr. products sent thither in ex- 
change for such manufactures is to widen 
still further the difference between the cost 
of British production and the price at which 
the goode can find sale. With the loss of 


the export market, then, the production 


must decline, and when British manufact- 

ares shall be reduced to the mere supply of 

the British market, then the vast commerce 

of the Kingdom will fritter away, and far 

rapidly than it grew. Five years of a

Great Britain’s prosperity is due to her 
policy of unlimited intercourse with other 
nations, and the contraction of that policy 
and the establishment of non-intercourse 
must of necessity strip her of ber vast trade 
and put an end to the growing wealth which 
such trade pours into the laps of her people. 

MR. HEWITT’S LITTLE BILL. 

Mr. Annan R. Hxwrrr, quondam friend 
and partisan of the late Mr. Tux, has his 
little Silver bill, like all truly good men who 
represent the money-lenders in Congress, and 
he desires to secure a hearing for it before he 
retires, as Mr. Covern puts it, from the 
arena of his greatness to the scenes of do- 
mestic happiness.“ Mr. Hxwrrr's little bill 
is an ingenious bit of deception, but it does 
not require a microscope to discover the 
huge African in the diminutive wood-pile. 
The text of the bill, which he has been per- 
sonally urging before the House Committee 
on Banking and Currency, is as follows: 


Wuereas, Under the constitutional power to 
coin money and regulate the value thereof, Con- 
gress has established a common unit of value, and 
— for the free coinage of gold coins con- 

orming thereto; end 

Wugreas, Congress has further provided for the 
coinage of the standard silver dollar, which is in- 
tended and ought to the equivalent ot the said 
unit of value; now, therefore, in order to secure 
and forever maintain the equality of the said atand- 
ard dollar with the lawful! unit of value, 

Be it enacted, e., That the gold and silver coins 
of the United States which are fall legai-tender for 
the payment of debits shall bereafter be inter- 
changeaole at their Jawful value, either for the 
Other. upon the demand of any holder thereof at 
the office of the Assistant Treasurer in the City of 
New York, when presented in sums of $100 or any 
multiple thereof; and it shall be the duty of the 
Secretary of the Treasury to provide for such in- 
terchange, and to cause to be coined such an 
amount of standard silver dollars as may be found 
neeessary, from time to time, to meet the demand 
for such dollars; and that all provisions of law fix- 
ing or limiting the amounts to be coined of euch 
standard silver dollars be, and the same are here- 
by, repealed. 


At first sight this may pass for a very 
harmless and well-intended measure to keep 
the silver and gold dollars at par; but a little 
closer attention will reveal the purpose of 
limiting the country to the single gold stand- 
ard, which is the object of the Eastern 
money-lenders. These people are utterly un- 
scrupulous as to the means employed to 
reach the end in view, and Mr. Hxwrrr's 
bill would serve them quite as effectually as 
if the Silver law were repealed and that metal 
again demonetized. 

The assumption of Mr. Hxwrrr's preamble 
is unwarranted, inasmuch as it treats the 
gold dollar as the unit of value. This theory 
can only be based upon the wording of the 
law by which the coinage of the silver dollar 
was dropped. The American unit of value 
was and is the dollar, and the gold dollar be- 
came that unit. when no other dollar was 
provided. But Mr. Hewirr is _ prob’ 
ably mistaken in assuming that the 
Courts will pronounce a piece of 
gold containing a certain number of 
grains to be the unit, to the exclusion of a 
piece of silver containing a certain number 
of grains which is likewise pronounced to be 
a dollar by Congress. The pretense of mak- 
ing the two coins iaterconvertible at the op- 
tion of the holder is simply to put upon the 
Government the burden of redeeming silver 
dollars, as it redeems token coinage in cef- 
tain amounts or its notes of issue. In other 
words, it is a proposition to treat the stand- 
ard silver dollar not asa standard nor as a 
dollar, but as a temporary representative or 
makeshift for a dollar, redeemable on de- 
mand, This was one of Secretary Saxrman’s 
schemes, with the difference that Mr. Surn- 
MAN avowed the purpose of making the sil- 
ver dollar a subsidiary coin in providing for 
redemption, while the Hxwrrr bill seeks to 
conceal this result by the wording of the 
act. 

This Hxwrrr bill, is further designed to 
stop the coinage of silver altogether. It 
proposes that the law, which now provides 
for the coinage of standard dollars to the 
amount of from $2,000,000 to $4,000,000 
a month, shall be repealed, and that hereaf- 
ter only such silver dollars shall be coined 
% may be found necessary from time to 
time to meet the demand for such dollars.” 
This would carry out by law the policy 
which Secretary Sazerman has followed with- 
out warrant Of law, viz.: To give the ored- 
itors the option of demanding either metal. 
Of course the creditors will demand the gold 
dollars, and thereby practically limit the 
money basis of this country to gold alone, 
increase the value of the obligations they 
hold, and depress prices and oppress debtors 
in proportion. Mr. Hxwrrr's bill fills the 
measure of the money-lenders’ greed and 
will serve their ends, if passed, as well as a 
frank adoption of the single gold standard. 

A Washington correspondent of one of 
the gold organs, evidently inspired by Mr. 
Hewitt, intimates that this bill ought to 
satisfy the moderate silver men because 
it is “* now evident that that metal will not 
circulate.” The reason why this is evi. 
dent” is that the Government now has 
$15,000,000 of silver in its vaults “on 
which it is practically paying 4 per cent 
interest.” But it may be said, with equal 
truth, that the Government has now $130,- 
000,000 of gold in ite vaults on which it is 
actually paying 4} and 5 per cent interest, as 
that is the rate on the bonds which were 
exchanged for this gold. By parity of 
reasoning, then, gold will not circulate and 
ought not to be coined any more. Mr. 


Hxwrrr is a confiding individual if he fancies 


the silver men in Congress can be bam- 
boogled by any such twaddle as this. 
The people of this country have de- 
manded, and demand now, that silver shall 
be used as money, not as a token for small 
change purposes, and not as an evidence of 
indebtedness to be redeemed in money, but 
as the real thing itself which shall serve with 
gold as the medium of exchange and the 
basis of the credits knoWn as currency. This 
popular demand is not“ to be defeated by 
any such subterfuge as Mr. Hwrrr's little 
bill.

THE EAST-BOUND POOL, 

The railroad m and their staffs from 
nearly all the roads East and West arrived here 
yesterday morning to participate in the Mana- 
ger’s Convention, which is to take action re- 
garding the establishment of an East-bound 
freight. pool from all Western points, and to 
provide against the further cutting of East- 
bound freight-rates on account of undue 
competition. In spite of the action 
taken at previous meetings providing 
for the maintenance of rates and the establish- 
ment of pools from a number of Western 
points, the rates have been feerfully cut_during 
the last two weeks, especially on foreign 
freights. It had been denied up to a day or 
two that the rates to Eastern pojnts were 
being cut, but yesterday they were openly made 
by nearly all the lines at 2 cents 
per 100 pounds on grain from Chicago to 
New York. This is a cut of 10 cents. On 
foreign shipments the cut was stili larger. That 
this was done yesterday when all the managers 
were in town shows that they approved the cut- 
ting. It was claimed by some that this was 
done to disgust the managers and to force them 
to take decisive steps at once to avoid a further 
recurrence of such scrambling for business. 
This is ali moonshine, bowever, for no 
freigbt-agent would dare to cut the 
tariff rotes without orders from his superior 
oflicer. The fact is that none believe that the 
rates can be maintained in the future any bet- 
ter than they have been in the past, uo matter 
what action the Convention takes. Even it a 
pool from this city is perfected, and it now 
looks as if it would, and steps are taken to re- 
establish the old rates, it is believed that 
the agreements will only be maintained 
for a few weeks, and then the old 
difficulties will recur again. For this reason no 
douot the roads have been making large con- 
tracts during the last few days to last them for 
some time. at the expiration of which it is ex- 
pected new difficulties will in arise. The 
great trouble that confront the meeting 
vesterday was the competition between the dif- 
ferent steamship lines from the Atlantic 
ports. The steamship lines refuse to 
to be bound by any action the railroads may 
take, and therefore the problem to make and 
maintain uniform foreign rates cannot easily be 
solved, and may finally prove to be the ou 
which the plans of the Convention will spli 
for, so long as the difficulties in re 
to foreign rates are not settled, it will be impos- 
sible to maintain the inland tariff. As regards 
the establishment ot uniform rates to the East- 
ern seaboard some headway was made yester- 
day, but as regards foreign freight nothing bas 
yet been dove. The Convention assembled in 
Parlor 44 at the Grand Pacific Hotel yesterday 
morning at 10 o’clock. The following rail- 
road officials were present: J. H. Ratter, 
General Traffic Manager New York Cen- 
tral & Hudson ‘River; George Blanch- 
ard, Vice-President Erie; J. Cassatt, 
Taird Vice-President Pennsylvania Railroad;

Commissioner Fink opened the proceedings 
by explaining the object of the Convention, and 
stated that it had been called at the instance of 
the Executive Committee of the Eastern trunk 
lines for the purpose of selecting a committee 
from both Eastern and Western roads whose 
duty it shall be to carry out the East-bound 
pool, and secure and enforce the maintenance 
of rates. 

It was resolved that the Executive Commit- 
tee of Western Railroads, in conjunction with 
the Eastern Executive Committee, shall be the 
Joint Committee, with Commissioner Fink as 
Chairman, and when any of the members are 
unable to be present at the regular meetings 
they should be represented by a substitute, who 
shall be authorized to act for them. The West- 
ern Committee consists of Messrs. J. N. 
McCullough, Pennsylvania Company; J. 
C. McMullin, Chicago & Alton; dJobn 
Newell, Lake Shore & Michigan South- 
ern: H. B. Ledyard, Michigan Central; 


E. Simpson, Vandalia; John King, Jr., Balti- 
more & Ohio; A. L. Hopkins, Wabash; L. J. 
Seargeant, Grand Trunk; and F. Broughton, 
Great Western. The Eastern Committee con- 
sists of Messrs. A. J. Cassatt, Pennsylvania 
Railroad; John King, Jr., Baltimore & Ohio;

The Convention then adjourned until 3 o’clock 


p. m. 

The Joint Committee then went into separate 
session to adopt rules for the government of 
their meetings aud detinine their authority, etc. 
Commissioner Fink was Chairman of the meet- 
ing and Mr. Guilford Secretary. After a 
lengthy debate, a set of rules was drawn up, in 
substance as follows: That the general 
offive of the Joint Committee shall be lo- 
cated in New York; that the object of the 
Committee shall be to secure the maintenance 
of rates, and with this end in view they shall 
take cognizance of all troubles regarding 
through competitive business; that regular 
meetings sball be held every third Tuesday of 
each month in New York City, and special 
meetings can be called by the Chairman at any

Committee shall have taken action in the 
matter. 

The General Convention met again at about 
4 o’clock v. m., when the above rules were sub- 
mitted aud An adjournment was then 
had until 10 o’clock this moruing. 

At about 9 o’clock in the evening the Joint 
Committee held another session to take further 
action regarding the re-establishment of rates 
and the formation of poois from those points 
from which such pools have not yet 
been established. The session was an animated 
one, and lasted until midnight... It was 
finally decided to pool the business East from 
Chicago, and to restore thé rates at all points 
on the basis of 35 cents on grain and 40 cents 
on fourth class from Chicago to New York, 
taking effect to-day, and that hereafter no more 
contracts be made.

The speculators who attempted to manipulate 
gold are said by the New York World to be unable 
to do anything more. Last week, for their plan to 
have any show of success, it wae indispensable to 
compel aredaction in the specie average. But 
theyAvere unable to effect it. The only rational 
explanation is that they have exhausted their re- 
sources. The same paper, in its financial column, 
advocates that the payment of the January gold 
interest should be anticipated without rebate, for 
the sake of largely increasing the supply of gold 
coin in the banks ano in private hands, and leaving 
the Sub-Treasury on Jan. 2 more at liberty to an- 
swer any demand fer conversion of greenbacks 
into gold that may de presented on that day. 
Without counting the few remaining 1865s, all of 
which may be under notice of payment before De- 
cember ends, the January interest amounts to 
about $20, 000, 000, of which $8, 954, 000 is on cou- 
pon and $11, 194, 000 on registered bonds. 

‘Toe explanation of the refusal of the Treasury 
to pay in gold the interest aue on registered bonds 
in Chicago after Jan. 1 is not satisfactory to the 
Chicago bankers and other large holders of regts- 
tered bonds. These registered bonds are made 
payable in Chicago, and it is claimed that payment 
in a coin check on New York which has to de soid 
at a discount is not payment at 100 cents on the 
dollar m Chicago. Neither the legal-tenders nor 
phe coin checks which Secretary Sherman's cireular 
says will be given to bondholders will be worth par 
in Chicago. They will, after Jan. 1. be worth par 
in New York, but not here. The banks had been 
confidently counting on payment in coin Jan. 1, as 
heretofore. Secretary Sherman's circular has com- 
pelied them to order gold from New York, at an ex- 
pense of $2 per $1.000, an expense which they do 
not think the bolders of bonds registered payable 
at Chicago should have been compelled to incur. 
Secretary Sherman's new instructions have the 
—— or of making the supply of gold small - 

er after resumption than it was before in Chicago. 

It is the reaemption of gold in legal-tenders, aud 
not that of legal-tenders in gold. that now agitates 
New York financial circles. No one seems to 
doubt thet the Government will succeed in re- 
dceming all the legal-tenzers presented; but, as 
the gold is bulky and inconvenient to handle, the 
auestion is raised, Will the Government take gold 
and give legai-tenders? The legal-tenders will be 
preferable, as long as they are convertible into 
coin. This question will not come 
up in Chicago. Here we shall not be able after 
Jan. I. any more than now, to get gold of the 
Government for our greenbacks. Resumption 
will be resamption at New York only, for the first, 
at least.

His name was Oliver F. McCor- 
mick, and he had been a cook at the St. Charles 
restaurant till that closed, and then at the ‘* Peer- 
less’ tli the sickness of his children and wife ne- 
cessitated his presence at home. and for days and 
nights he ned watched, and waited, and 
hungered.

denied his worn-out wife and his dying children 
any assistance. He was nota drunkard, and had 
tried earnestly to secure employment.
